Projects that wll
be enploying alternative public works construction procedures under
chapter 39.10 RCW are subject to the allotnent procedures defined in
this section and RCW43.88.110. Contracts shall not be executed that
call for expenditures in excess of the approved allotnment, and the
total anmpunt shown in such contracts for the cost of future work that
has not been appropriated shall not exceed the anount identified for
such work in the I evel of funding approved by the office of financial
managenent at the conpl etion of predesign.

(2) The legislature intends that each project be defined as
proposed to the legislature in the governor's budget docunent, unless

it clearly appears from the legislative history that the legislature
intended to define the scope of a project in a different way.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 903. To ensure that major construction projects
are carried out in accordance with legislative and executive intent,
appropriations in this act in excess of $5,000, 000 shall not be
expended or encunbered until the office of financial managenent has
revi ewed and approved the agency's predesign and ot her docunents, and
approved an allotnent for the project that includes specific
authorization to enter into a contract to expend or encunber funds.
The predesign docunment shall include but not be limted to program
site, and cost analysis in accordance with the predesi gn manual adopted
by the office of financial managenment. To inprove nonitoring of major
construction projects, progress reports shall be submtted by the
agency adm nistering the project to the office of financial managenent
and to the fiscal conmttees of the house of representatives and
senate. Reports will be submtted on July 1st and Decenber 31st each
year in a format to be devel oped by the office of financial managenent.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 904. Appropriations in this act for design and

construction of facilities on higher education canpuses shall be
expended only after funds are allotted to institutions of higher
education on the basis of: (1) Conparable unit cost standards, as

determ ned by the office of financial managenent in consultation with
the higher education coordinating board; (2) costs consistent wth
ot her higher education teaching facilities in the state; and (3)
student full-time equivalent enrollnment |evels as established by the
office of financial nmanagenent in consultation wth the higher
educati on coordi nati ng board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 905. (1) To ensure that m nor  works
appropriations are carried out in accordance with |legislative intent,

funds appropriated in this act shall not be allotted until project
lists are on file at the office of financial managenent and the office
of financial mnanagenent has fornally approved the lists. Pr oposed

revisions to the lists nust be filed with and approved by the office of
financi al managenent before funds may be expended on the revisions.
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(2)(a) Mnor works projects are single line appropriations that
include nultiple projects valued between $25,000 and $1, 000,000 each
that are of a simlar nature and can generally be conpleted within two
years of the appropriation with the funding provided. M nor wor ks
categories include (i) health, safety, and code requirenents; (ii)
facility preservation; (iii) infrastructure preservation; and (iv)
program i nprovenent or expansion. | nprovenents for accessibility in
conpliance with the Anericans with disabilities act may be included in
any of the above m nor works categories.

(b) M nor works appropriations shall not be used for, anong ot her
t hi ngs: Studies, except for technical or engineering reviews or
designs that lead directly to and support a project on the sanme m nor
wor ks list; planning; design outside the scope of work on a m nor works
list; noveable, tenporary, and traditionally funded operating equi pnent
not in conpliance with the equipnent criteria established by the office
of financial managenent; software not dedicated to control of a
speci alized system noving expenses; land or facility acquisition; or
to supplenment funding for projects with funding shortfalls unless
expressly authorized el sewhere in this act. The office of financia
managenent may make an exception to the limtations described in this
subsection (2)(b) for exigent <circunstances after notifying the
| egislative fiscal commttees and waiting ten days for comments by the
| egi slature regardi ng the proposed exception.

(3) The office of financial mnagenent shall forward copies of
these project lists and revised lists to the house of representatives
capital budget commttee and the senate ways and neans committee. No
expenditure may be incurred or obligation entered into for m nor works
appropriations until the office of financial managenent has approved
the allotnment of the funds to be expended. The office of financia
managenent shall encourage state agencies to incorporate accessibility
planning and inprovenents into the normal and customary capital
program

(4) It is generally not intended to nmake future appropriations for
capital expenditures or for maintenance and operating expenses for an
acquisition project or a significant expansion project that 1is
initiated through the mnor works process and therefore does not
receive a policy and fiscal analysis by the legislature. M nor works
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projects are intended to be one-tine expenditures that do not require
future state resources to conplete.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 906. (1) The governor, through the office of
financial nanagenent, wmy authorize a transfer of appropriation
authority provided for a capital project that is in excess of the
anount required for the conpletion of such project to another capital
project for which the appropriation is insufficient. No such transfer
may be used to expand the capacity of any facility beyond that intended
by the legislature in making the appropriation. Such transfers may be
effected only between capital appropriations to a specific departnent,
comm ssi on, agency, or institution of higher education and only between
capital projects that are funded from the same fund or account. No
transfers may occur between projects to |ocal governnent agencies
except where the grants are provided wthin a single omibus
appropriation and where such transfers are specifically authorized by
the inplenenting statutes that govern the grants.

(2) For purposes of this section, the governor nmay find that an
anount is in excess of the anmobunt required for the conpletion of a
project only if: (a) The project as defined in the notes to the budget
docunent is substantially conplete and there are funds renaining; or
(b) bids have been let on a project and it appears to a substanti al
certainty that the project as defined in the notes to the budget
docunent can be conpleted within the bienniumfor |ess than the anount
appropriated in this act.

(3) For the purposes of this section, the intent is that each
project be defined as proposed to the legislature in the governor's
budget docunent, unless it clearly appears fromthe |l egislative history
that the legislature intended to define the scope of a project in a
di fferent way.

(4) Transfers of funds to an agency's infrastructure savings
appropriation are subject to review and approval by the office of
financi al managenent. Expenditures from an infrastructure savings
appropriation are limted to projects that have a primary purpose to
correct infrastructure deficiencies or conditions that: (a) Adversely
affect the ability to utilize the infrastructure for 1its current
programmati c use; (b) reduce the life expectancy of the infrastructure;
or (c) increase the operating costs of the infrastructure for its
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current programmatic use. Eligible infrastructure projects may include
structures and surface inprovenents, site anmenities, utility systens

outside building footprints and natural environnmental changes or

requi renments as part of an environnental regulation, a declaration of

energency for an infrastructure issue in conformance wth RCW
43.88.250, or infrastructure planning as part of a facility nmaster

pl an.

(5 A report of any transfer effected under this section, except
enmergency projects or any transfer under $250,000, shall be filed with
the legislative fiscal conmmttees of +the senate and house of
representatives by the office of financial managenent at least thirty
days before the date the transfer is effected. The office of financial
managenent shall report all enmergency or smaller transfers wthin
thirty days fromthe date of transfer.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 907. (1) It is expected that projects be ready
to proceed in a tinely manner depending on the type or phase of the
project or program that is the subject of the appropriation in this
act. Except for mmjor projects that custonmarily nmay take nore than two
bi ennia to conplete frompredesign to the end of construction, or |arge
infrastructure grant or |oan prograns supporting projects that often
take nore than two biennia to conplete, the |egislature generally does
not intend to reappropriate funds nore than once, particularly for
smal | er grant prograns, |ocal/comunity projects, and m nor worKks.

(2) Agencies shall expedite the expenditure of reappropriations and
appropriations in this act in order to: (a) Rehabilitate
infrastructure resources; (b) accelerate environnmental rehabilitation
and restoration projects for the inprovenent of the state's natura
environment; (c) reduce additional costs associated with acquisition
and construction inflationary pressures; and (d) provide additiona
enpl oynment opportunities associated with capital expenditures.

(3) To the extent feasible, agencies are directed to accelerate
expenditure rates at their current |evel of permanent enployees and
shall use <contracted design and construction services wherever
necessary to neet the goals of this section.

(4) The office of financial managenent shall report the foll ow ng
to the appropriate fiscal conmttees of the |egislature by January 30,
2007: (a) Alisting of reappropriations in the governor's 2007-2009
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capi tal budget recomendation that wll be reappropriated nore than
once and have ten percent or nore of the original appropriation
unexpended; and (b) an explanation of why the appropriation remains
unexpended.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 908. The legislature finds that the state's
public four-year institutions and the higher education coordinating
board have made substantial progress in developing a process to create
a single prioritized list of capital project requests as required under
RCW 28B. 76. 220. The | egi sl ature al so recogni zes that continuing work
by the institutions and the board is needed to refine the nethodol ogy
for determning the ranking of project requests, and that this work

will benefit from additional |egislative guidance. Therefore, the
hi gher education coordinating board and the public four-year
institutions, in developing and submtting the single prioritized

project |list of capital project requests under RCW 28B.76.220, shal
use the follow ng additional guidelines:

(1) Representatives of the board shall participate in the process
of scoring projects using the criteria in the board's biennial budget
gui del i nes. Representatives of the board shall also review the
prelimnary project list to verify the scoring and ranking of projects.
As required under RCW 28B.76.210, institutions nust submt the

prelimnary project list to the board by August 1st of each even-
nunbered year to enable this review. Any disagreenents over project
scorings or rankings shall be resolved as provided under RCW

28B. 76. 220( 4) .

(2) The board's biennial budget guidelines and the prioritization
process shall place a greater enphasis on early critical review of
project proposals at the pre-design phase, rather than deferring
critical review and prioritization to the design or construction phases
of a project.

(3) When projects are aggregated into single line-item requests,
each project nust neet the definition of m nor works according to the
capital budget instructions issued by the office of financial
managenent. All major projects nust be |isted and ranked as i ndivi dual
line-itemrequests.

(4) The scoring and ranking of projects shall not be based on
assigning an equal nunber of overall points to each public four-year
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institution, but shall reflect an assignnment of points to individua
projects based on the priorities and criteria in this section and in
t he board's biennial budget guidelines.

(5) Projects shall not be ranked on the basis of a project funding
sour ce.

(6) In consultation with the appropriate fiscal and policy
commttees of the legislature, the board shall identify statew de
priorities for higher education capital investnments and incorporate
those priorities into its biennial budget guidelines. The statew de
priorities shall address the need for higher education capital projects
t o:

(a) Inmplenent a specific legislatively authorized program or
pl anni ng priority;

(b) Reduce the backlog of deferred building or system preservation
renewal , or replacenent;

(c) Provide additional capacity or adaptation of space for high
demand instructional or research prograns;

(d) Provide additional instructional program capacity for under-
served geographi c regions or popul ations; and

(e) Reflect institutional planning priorities and areas of

enphasi s.

(7) The board's biennial budget guidelines shall include a
guantitative nmethod for scoring projects on the identified priorities.
The quantitative method shall include use of the facility condition

i ndex devel oped by the joint legislative audit and review commttee for
assessing building or system condition, and use of the board's space
utilization and allocation standards for assessing the need for
addi ti onal capacity.

*NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 909. ACQUI SI'TI ON OF PROPERTI ES AND FACI LI TI ES
THROUGH FI NANCI AL CONTRACTS. The following agencies may enter into
financial contracts, paid fromany funds of an agency, appropriated or
nonappropriated, for the purposes indicated and in not nore than the
princi pal anounts indicated, plus financing expenses and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW \Wien securing properties under
this section, agencies shall use the nost econom cal financial contract
option avai |l abl e, i ncl udi ng | ong-term | eases, | ease- purchase
agreenents, |ease-developnent with option to purchase agreenents or
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financial contracts using certificates of participation. Expenditures
made by an agency for one of the indicated purposes before the issue
date of the authorized financial contract and any certificates of
participation therein are intended to be reinbursed from proceeds of
the financial contract and any certificates of participation therein to
the extent provided in the agency's financing plan approved by the
state finance conmttee.

State agencies may enter into agreenments with the departnment of
general admnistration and the state treasurer's office to develop
requests to the legislature for acquisition of properties and
facilities through financial contracts. The agreenents may i nclude
charges for services rendered.

(1) Departnent of general adm nistration:

(a) Enter into a financing contract for up to $12,000,000 plus
fi nanci ng expenses and required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW
to construct the fifth and final phase of the roof nenbrane repl acenent
at the east plaza parking structure as well as safety inprovenents to
t he parking garage bel ow the pl aza.

(b) Enter into a financing contract for up to $6,000,000 plus
fi nanci ng expenses and required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW
for the fourth phase of the office building-2 rehabilitation that wl]l
renew failing building systens, correct code deficiencies, and inprove
access.

(c) Enter into a financing contract for up to $13, 000,000 plus
financi ng expenses and required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW
for the rehabilitation of the Cherberg buil ding.

(2) Liquor control board: Enter into a financing contract for up
to $17, 000, 000 plus financing expenses and required reserves pursuant
to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct an extension to the |iquor contro
board's distribution center to neet |iquor sales growh through 2018.

(3) Departnent of corrections:

(a) Enter into a financing contract for wup to $400,000 plus
fi nanci ng expenses and required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW
to construct a waste transfer station and purchase a garbage truck at
the McNeil Island corrections center.

(b) Enter into a financing contract for up to $4,588,000 plus
financi ng expenses and required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW
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to construct a transportation services warehouse and offices for
correctional industries.

(c) Enter into a financing contract for up to $4,536,000 plus
financi ng expenses and required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW
to construct additions to the food factory and warehouses at the A rway
Hei ghts corrections center for correctional industries.

(4) Parks and recreation conm ssion: Enter into a financing
contract in an anount not to exceed $4, 800,000 plus financing expenses
and required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW to devel op Cama
Beach state park.

(5) Community and technical coll eges:

(a) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Bell evue Community
College for up to $20,000,000 plus financing expenses and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW to purchase the North Center
bui | di ng.

(b) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Cark College for
up to $9, 100, 000 plus financing expenses and required reserves pursuant
to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct a parking structure.

(c) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Cover Park
Technical College for up to $14, 000,000 plus financing expenses and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct a student
center.

(d) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Colunbia Basin
College for up to $1,500,000 plus financing expenses and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW to renovate the Hawk Union
bui | di ng.

(e) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Ednonds Comrunity
College for up to $4,000,000 plus financing expenses and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct a black box theater
as a part of the Instructional Lab building.

(f) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Geen R ver
Community College for up to $7,000,000 plus financing expenses and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW to purchase Kent
Station higher education center.

(g) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of O ynpic College
for up to $3,600,000 plus financing expenses and required reserves
pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct an addition to the student
center bookstore.
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(h) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Shoreline
Comunity College for up to $15,000,000 plus financing expenses and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct a student
uni on bui | di ng.

(1) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Skagit Valley
Comunity College for up to $3,200,000 plus financing expenses and
requi red reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW to renovate existing
space into a new student center.

(j) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Walla Willa
Community College for up to $2,175,100 plus financing expenses and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto purchase |and and
construct a building for the enol ogy program

(k) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Walla Willa
Comunity College for up to $640,000 plus financing expenses and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW to construct an
addition to the health sciences building at the O arkston center.

(I') Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Seattle Centra
Comunity College for up to $3,000,000 plus financing expenses and
requi red reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct a math and
sci ence buil di ng.

(m Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Pierce
Col | ege/ Puyal lup for up to $8,000,000 plus financing expenses and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct a student
gym and fitness center.

(n) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Pierce CollegelFt.
Steilacoom for up to $5,000,000 plus financing expenses and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct an addition to the
col l ege health and wel | ness center.

(o) Enter into a financing contract on behal f of Cascadia Community
Coll ege in an anobunt not to exceed $7, 800, 000 plus financing expenses
and required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct the
sout h canpus access at the Bothell canpus. |In identifying the revenue
sources to fund the financing contract, the state board for comunity
and technical colleges shall consider parking fees at the Bothell
canpus and contributions from |ocal governnents near the Bothel
canpus.

(p) The projects in (a), (f), (k), (m, and (n) of this subsection
are reauthorizations of projects originally authorized in the 2003-2005
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biennium If the college enters into a financing contract before the
effective date of this section, then the appropriate reauthorization
contained in this section is null and void.

(6) Washington State University: Enter into a financing contract
for up to $11, 650,000 plus financing expenses and required reserves
pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct a bioproducts facility in
the Tri-Cities.

(7) University of Washington: Enter into a financing contract in
an anount not to exceed $7, 800,000 plus financing expenses and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct the south canpus
access at the Bothell canpus. In identifying the revenue sources to
fund the financing contract, the university shall consider the sale of
property at Wellington Hills, parking fees at the Bothell canpus, and
contributions fromlocal governnments near the Bothell canpus.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 910. FOR THE ARTS COW SSION-ART  WORK
ALLOMNCE POCOLING. (1) One-half of one percent of nobneys appropriated
in this act for original construction of school plant facilities is
provi ded solely for the purposes of RCW 28A.335.210. The Washi ngton
state arts comm ssion may conbi ne the proceeds fromindividual projects
in order to fund larger works of art or nobile art displays in
consultation wth the superintendent of public instruction and
representatives of school district boards.

(2) One-half of one percent of nobneys appropriated in this act for
original construction or any major renovation or renodel work exceedi ng
two hundred thousand dollars by colleges or universities is provided
solely for the purposes of RCW 28B.10.027. The Washington state arts
comm ssion may conbine the proceeds fromindividual projects in order
to fund | arger works of art or nobile art displays in consultation with
the board of regents or trustees.

(3) One-half of one percent of nobneys appropriated in this act for
original construction of any public building by a state agency as
defined in RCW 43.17.020 is provided solely for the purposes of RCW
43.17. 200. The Washington state arts commssion may conbine the
proceeds fromindividual projects in order to fund | arger works of art
or nobile art displays in consultation with the state agency.

(4) At least eighty-five percent of the noneys spent by the
Washi ngton state arts conm ssion during the 2005-2007 bi ennium for the
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pur poses of RCW 28A. 335. 210, 28B. 10. 027, and 43. 17. 200 nmust be expended
solely for direct acquisition of works of art. The conm ssion may use
up to $100,000 of this ampbunt to contract for service to conserve or
mai ntain existing pieces in the state art collection pursuant to
chapter . . . (House Bill No. 2188 (funding the conservation of the
state art collection)), Laws of 2005.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 911. The ampunts shown wunder the headings

"Prior Biennia," "Future Biennia," and "Total" in this act are for
i nformational purposes only and do not constitute |egislative approval
of these anounts. "Prior biennia" typically refers to the imedi ate
prior bienniumfor reappropriations, but may refer to nultiple biennia
in the case of specific projects. A "future biennia" anmount is an

estimate of what may be appropriated for the project or programin the
2007-09 bi ennium and the follow ng four biennia; an anmount of zero does
not necessarily constitute legislative intent to not provide funding
for the project or programin the future.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 912. "Reappropriations”™ in this act are
appropriations and, unless the context clearly provides otherw se, are
subject to the relevant conditions and limtations applicable to
appropriations. Reappropriations shall be limted to the unexpended
bal ances renmaining on June 30, 2005, from the 2003-2005 biennial
appropriations for each project.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 913. To carry out the provisions of this act,
the governor nmay assign responsibility for predesign, design
construction, and other related activities to any appropriate agency.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 914. |If any federal noneys appropriated by this
act for capital projects are not received by the state, the departnent
or agency to which the noneys were appropriated nmay replace the federal
nmoneys with funds available from private or |ocal sources. No
repl acenent may occur under this section wthout the prior approval of
the director of financial managenent in consultation with the senate
ways and neans conmttee and the house of representatives capital
budget comm tt ee.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 915. (1) Unless otherwise stated, for all
appropriations under this act that require a match of nonstate noney or
in-kind contributions, the follow ng requirenent, consistent with RCW
43. 88. 150, shall apply: Expenditures of state noney shall be tined so
that the state share of project expenditures never exceeds the intended
state share of total project costs.

(2) Provision of the full anobunt of required matching funds is not
required to permt the expenditure of capital budget appropriations for
phased projects if a proportional anmount of the required matching funds
is provided for each distinct, identifiable phase of the project.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 916. Any capital inprovenents or capita
projects involving construction or major expansion of a state office
facility, including, but not Ilimted to, district headquarters,
detachnent offices, and off-canpus faculty offices, nmust be reviewed by
the departnent of general admnistration for possible consolidation
col ocation, and conpliance with state office standards before all ot nent
of funds. The intent of the requirenent inposed by this sectionis to
elimnate duplication and reduce total office space requirenents where
feasi ble, while ensuring proper service to the public.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 917. The mlitary departnent shall file
quarterly progress reports in addition to the annual project progress
reporting requirenment of RCW43.88.160(3). These reports nust contain
| ocal, state, and federal funding reconciliation and bal ance sheets for
all appropriated readiness center projects and detail any federal
intentions on future readi ness centers and other facilities.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 918. NONTAXABLE AND TAXABLE BOND PROCEEDS.
Portions of the appropriation authority granted by this act from the
state building construction account, or any other account receiving
bond proceeds, my be transferred to the state taxable building
construction account as deened necessary by the state finance commttee
to conply with the federal internal revenue service rules and
regul ations pertaining to the use of nontaxable bond proceeds. The
state treasurer shall submt witten notification to the director of
financial managenent if it is determned that a shift of appropriation
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authority from the state building construction account, or any other
account receiving bond proceeds, to the state taxable building
construction account is necessary.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 919. The office of financial managenent, in
consultation with the departnent of general admnistration, shal
identify capital projects that may benefit froman energy analysis to
determ ne whether there are alternate, nore economcal, and energy

efficient neans of conpleting the work. The office of financial
managenent shall hold appropriations in allotnment reserve on the
followng types of capital projects wuntil this analysis can be

conpl et ed: Heating, ventilation, and air conditioning nodifications,
chiller plants, steam plants, boilers, chilled water or steam lines,
bui l di ng control systens, |ighting inprovenents, or other nmajor energy
usi ng systens that may warrant additional analysis. Agencies receiving
appropriations for such projects are encouraged to utilize energy
performance contracts or alternative financing for equipnent in |lieu of
state appropriated funds. The office of financial managenent may
transfer funds remaining in allotnent reserve to infrastructure savings
projects within the agency that has realized savings from energy
efficiency alternatives.

Sec. 920. RCW 43.135.045 and 2003 1st sp.s. ¢ 25 s 920 are each
anended to read as foll ows:

(1) The energency reserve fund is established in the state
treasury. During each fiscal year, the state treasurer shall deposit
in the energency reserve fund all general fund--state revenues in
excess of the state expenditure limt for that fiscal year. Deposits
shall be nmade at the end of each fiscal quarter based on projections of
state revenues and the state expenditure limt. The treasurer shal
make transfers between these accounts as necessary to reconcil e actual
annual revenues and the expenditure |imt for fiscal year 2000 and
thereafter.

(2) The legislature nmay appropriate noneys from the energency
reserve fund only with approval of at least two-thirds of the nmenbers
of each house of the legislature, and then only if the appropriation
does not cause total expenditures to exceed the state expenditure limt
under this chapter.
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(3) The energency reserve fund balance shall not exceed five
percent of annual general fund--state revenues as projected by the
official state revenue forecast. Any bal ance in excess of five percent
shall be transferred on a quarterly basis by the state treasurer as
follows: Seventy-five percent to the student achievenent fund hereby
created in the state treasury and twenty-five percent to the genera
fund bal ance.

Section 143(2)(b) and (c) state that the construction contract award
for the Cherberg Building rehabilitation shall be nade to the genera

contractor offering witten and oral materials denonstrating the
greatest value for attainment of the program objectives considering a
nunber of evaluation criteria including cost, and that the project
oversight is delegated to the Senate. These sections anend pernmanent
statutes without reference by not clearly stating the intent to use
alternative public works (RCW 39.10) and renoving the custody and
control of the building fromthe Departnment of General Adm nistration
as required by RCW 43.19.125. | am vetoing these sections, but |
al so direct the Departnent of General Admi nistration to work with the
Senate to ensure the project conplies with RCW 39. 10, that oversight
conplies with RCW 43.19.125, that the project renmains observant of
the historical and nonunental nature of the building, and that the
Senate is fully involved 1in decisions regarding the design

managenent and construction during the rehabilitation.

Oper ati ng
funds are better suited to these activities so | am vetoing this
section.
Section 219, page 45, lines 25-31, Departnent of Social and Health
Servi ces

The funds provided in this section are needed to nake critical health
and |ife safety inprovenents such as fire sprinklers in residences at
the Fircrest School canmpus for the devel opnentally disabl ed. | am
vetoing the conditions and limtations placed on this appropriation
that require the Departnent of Social and Health Services to resolve
issues with the food bank tenant at the canpus so that these funds
are available to make needed safety repairs. However, | direct DSHS
to work with the tenant to exam ne the tenant's concerns.
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Section 425, page 115, lines 7-10, Department of Fish and Wldlife
This section provides funding for the inprovenent of assorted

departnental facilities, infrastructure, l|ands and access sites
st at ew de. The proviso within the section stipulates that none of
the funding may be used to construct a new public boat |aunch access
on Lake Tahuyeh in Kitsap County. | amvetoing this section because,
as the legal |andowner, the departnent is prevented from | aw ul
devel opnent of state-owned resources, which wll further limt the
expansion of public recreational fishing opportunities. However, |

appreci ate that Lake Tahuyeh residents nmay have concerns about the
i npact of the new facility and ask the departnent to work with |oca
| andowners as they develop and nmaintain the public access to the | ake.

Section 426(1), page 115, Departnent of Fish and Wldlife
This subsection duplicates |language that 1is identical to the

Section 427(1), page 116, Departnent of Fish and Wldlife

Section 438, Page 120, Departnent of Natural Resources

This section requires the Departnent of Natural Resources to conduct
a study of deep-water geoduck and sea cucunber populations in Hood
Canal, wutilizing $650,000 of funding from the Resource Managenent
Cost Account (RMCA). This account receives revenue from two nmajor
activities — leases and sale of valuable materials from state-owned
aquatic lands and | eases and tinber sales from state trust |ands. I
am vetoing this section because the projected fund balance of the
aquatics portion of RMCA is insufficient to cover the cost of this
st udy.

Section 615(4), page 137, Higher Education Coordinating Board

Section 615(4) requires the advisory commttee on higher education
created in E2SB 5441 (Conprehensive Education Study) to serve as a
steering commttee to direct the Board in the conduct of a higher
education needs assessnent and siting study for Snohom sh, Skagit,
and Island counties. Under current statute, the Board has authority
to conduct these assessnents. | am directing the Board to consult
with the advisory commttee created in E2SB 5441 so that the advisory
commttee nmay consider the Board's findings and recommendations as it
consi ders the higher education needs of the entire state.

Section 643, page 147, lines 4 — 7, Washington State University

This proviso establishes a contingency for the allotnent of a
reappropriation. This violates provisions of RCW 43.88.110(7) that
provides for the continuation of project expenditures into the
succeedi ng bi ennium when an allotnent was approved in the previous
bi enni um This proviso conditions the allotnment and thus is in
conflict wwth the statute.

Section 714, page 172, lines 4-5, Western WAshington University

These lines indicate potential large future costs for this project.

| amvetoing these two lines to allow for additional discussion about
the project's scope.

Section 909(5)(0), page 226, Community and Technical College System
Section 909(5)(0) gives Cascadia Community College the authority to
use alternative financing for partial funding of the State Route 522
Access project. | am vetoing this capital project because it is
funded in the transportation budget.

Section 909(7), page 227, University of Washi ngton
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Section 909(7) gives the University of Wshington authority to use
alternative financing for partial funding of the State Route 522
Access project. | am vetoing this capital project because it is
funded in the transportation budget.

Section 923, page 233, Departnent of General Administration

Section 923 requires the Departnent of GCeneral Admnistration to
obtain legislative approval before selling the Tacoma Rhodes
facility. I am vetoing this proviso because decisions regarding
Tacoma Rhodes are within the authority and responsibilities of the
Depart ment of Gener al Adm ni stration as an executive agency
responsi ble for housing state governnment and acquiring and disposing
of property. This existing authority includes managi ng and making
appropriate decisions on the future of facilities, based on sound
busi ness principl es.

The proviso also requires the Departnent of General Adm nistration to
submt a business plan to the Legislature concerning whether the
facility is surplus to the state's needs and whether other state

agency tenants m ght be housed in the Dbuilding. CGener al
Adm nistration already planned to take these steps as part of its
ongoi ng business analysis of the facility and wll share the results

of the analysis with the Legislature as those efforts unfold.

Section 931, page 240, Ofice of Financial Mnagenent

This section requires the Ofice of Financial Managenent to work with
the Department of Social and Health Services and |egislative fisca

committee staff to determne at what point closure or consolidation
of juvenile rehabilitation facilities wll be necessary. I am
vetoing this proviso because no funding was provided to the Ofice of
Fi nanci al Managenent to prepare and submt this study.

Section 932, pages 240-241, Departnent of Corrections

Section 932 requires the Departnent of Corrections to report to the
O fice of Financial Managenent and the fiscal commttees of the
Legi slature on the feasibility and cost of closing the McNeil 1sland
Corrections Center. | amvetoing this proviso because no funding was
provided to the Departnent to prepare and submt this study.

lines 25 - 31; 425, lines 7-10; 426(1); 427(1); 438: 615(4): 643,
